ANTI-SUnVERSION BOARD 
When Senator McCarthy of WUconaln was 
-prosalnff hia charges of communism In gov- 
ernment, many responsible men In and out 
of congreaa urged that the Inquiry be trans- 
lerrcd from a senate committee to an Inde- 
pendent, non-partisan commlsalon. ' 

Many months later, President Truman has 
now created such a commission— a nine- 
member board to be headed by Adm, Chester 
Nlmitz,.The delay It not aurprlsing, since the 
-Presldentrfleldora-yieids-t-o-pressure demands 
while the heat la on. 

The American concerned lor the safety of 
hla country and the inviolability ol his rlRhta 
surely may wish this commission Imd been nt 
work long ago. For much damaBC haa been 
done in recent years by reckless, ill-founded 
charges against Individuals. And one can only 
guesa at the undermining o( U. S. security 
■which may be taking piace constantly as re- 
sult of our Ineffective checks on spying and 
aubversion. 

Mr. Truman's grant of authority to the 
new commission appears broad enough to 
enable It to do a competent Job, 

The group, to be composed of qualified 
educators, lawyers and others with experi- 
ence iri security and civil rights, will canvass 
all our laws against treason, espionage, 
sabotage and other matters altectlnj Internal 



-sBc urlty. Where th e y u r n. uot ~ g gEqilate7~Ehe 
commission ia called upon to recommend 
new laws to give us proper protection. 

Had such a study been made a year or two 
back, congress could have acted to combat 
subversion much more wisely than It acems 
to have done In the antl-subverslon act spon- 
sored b? Senator McCarran and others. 

The commLsalon also will examine the gov- 
ernment's security and loyalty programs to 
meEiaure their value and fairness. Here the 
group will bo invading the field explored 
50 vigorously last year by McCarthy. To do 
Its chore thoroughly, Mr. Truman will allow 
the commission to delve Into Individual case 
files held secret by loyalty and security offi- 
cials. 

Since the members presumably will be 
high-minded, patriotic citizens, their report 
on this phase of U. 8. security may well prove 
toTw the final, definitive one on the extent of 
disloyalty and espionage In government do- 
partments. 

It la algniflcant, too, that their work Is not 
to be one-aided. Security meana restrictions, 
and restrictions impinge upon personal liber- 
ties. We must strive always to maintain the 
necessary, balance between security and free- 
dom, If we are not to lose our reason for 
fighting tyranny. 

The commission la asked to consider the 
need for "protecting Individuals from un- 
warranted attacks and unwarranted in- 
' frlngement of their rights and liberties in the* 
name of security." 

No group of Americans ever had a mOre 
delicate task than guiding Us toward an at- 
tainment of that vital lialance. May it under- 
take Its woric completely sensible oC Its heavy 
responsibilities.
